Old John D. Rockefeller who joined the 
angels a few weeks ago, left behind him some 
sage remarks on the inability of wealth alone to 
procure happiness. He said of rich men: 


“They cannot gratify the pleasures of the 
palate beyond very moderate bounds, since 
they cannot purchase a good digestion; they 
cannot lavish very much money on fine rai- 
ment for themselves or their families without 
suffering from public ridicule; and in their 
homes they cannot go much beyond the 
comforts of the less wealthy without involv- 
ing them in more pain than pleaure.” 


It must give one a feeling of god-like great- 
ness, greater than beer can give, to be able to 
lecture mankind on the folly of riches, from 
the secure protection of a hundred million dollar 
estate, 

But poverty has its advantages. Old John D 
in his youth was rejected by his first sweetheart 
because she thought his financial chances were 
poor. 

In his days of affluence he said: 


“If I were to give advice to a young man 
starting out in life, I should say to him: If 
you aim for a large, broad-gauged success, do 
not begin your business career, whether 
you sell your labor or are an independent 
producer, with the idea of getting from the 
world by hook or crook all you can. 

“In the choice of your profession or your 
business employment, let your first thought 
be: Where can I fit in the work of the world? 
Where can I lend a hand in a way most 
effectively to advance the general interests?” 


Wise words, indeed, since to be happy in one’s 
work is half the happiness of life. Old John D. 
will be remembered for his wise philanthropies 
until the day comes that the silly need for phil- 
anthropy has passed. In the sort of world in 
which John D. was born, wealth might have done 
worse than drift into his possession. He made 
himself a secure and efficient tax-collector for 
medical and social and scientific researct

that fateful signature which ade 
mitted Canada to the Family of Na- 
tions, and paved the way for the 
Statute of Westminster a decade or 
more later when the full equality 
of the Dominions with the Mother 
Country was formulated A 


ther consequence was Canada’s ac@ 
mission to the League of Nations 
with all its privileges and all its 


difficulties
